“It’s my opinion that we need 
to do this to ensure continued 
service for Our county residents,” 
Webb said. “The attorney for the 
company felt something should 
be done quickly to prevent this 
company from filing bankruptcy, 
which seems inevitable,” 

Commission chairman Tom 
Grimsley offered a concern for 
supplying Coffee County EMS 
with additional funds since it 
operates for profit; however, 
county. administrator Wilson 
Mobley cleared this question by 
reminding commissioners that 
their agreement for the service is 
with the City of Elba. He said the 
county pays the City of Elba for 
the service, and the city has a 
contract with Coffee County 
EMS ; 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens then made a motion to 
furnish the City of Elba with the 
additional $1,500 per month for 
the contract with Coffee County 
EMS to ensure continued emer- 
gency medical service for the cit- 
izens of Coffee County. He 
received a second from 
Commissioner Bemnest Brooks. 

“I think we need to table this 
issue and discuss what we are 
* Commissioner 
Kayo Lewis said. 

Webb said he agrees that the 
commission needs to discuss a 
long range plan for emergency 
medical service, but with the spe- 
cific needs of the current issue he 


received from the sale of alco- 
holic beverages would go 
directly to the school system.”

Webb said the payroll alone is 
not being.met by the current ser- 
vice Contract because of a low 
number of service calls and a lo 
collection rate on those calls, 

“58 percent of the runs ure 
rural runs outside the city limits 
of Elba,” he’ said. “If we tell them 
tough luck, they will run until 
they can’t meet payroll and then 
declare bankruptcy.” 

Lewis said he is not against the 
rescue’ squad; however, he said 
the company came to the com- 
mission with a contract before, 
and he doesn’t think it is feasible. 
to change the contract halfway 
through. 

Webb responded by saying he 
was afraid a no vote by the com- 
mission would change the vote in 
Elba where the city council was 
scheduled to vote on leasing the 
vehicle to Coffee County EMS 
during its Monday evening meet- 
ing. 

“If the commission votes not 
to do this, they (Elba City 
Council) may decide to look at 
another solution to support their 
citizens within the city limits, 

At that point, the commission 
voted on Lewis’ motion to table 
the issue for further discussion; 
however it failed to pass with a 
4-3. vole. Commissioners 
Brooks, Linda Westbrook, Jim 
Thompson and Stephens voted 
against tabling while Lewis, 
Grimsley and Dalrymple voted 
for it, 

With that said, the commis- 
sioners cast their vote for the 
original motion to pay the City of 
Elba the $1,500 in additional 
funds for the next five months in 
regards to the contract for emer- 
gency medical service provided 
by Coffee County EMS. 

This motion passed by a 5-2 
vote. Commissioners Lewis and 
Dalrymple cast the opposing 
voles. 

“I don’t think we should play 
games with the lives of the peo- 
ple,” Brooks said. 

In other business, the commis: 


Barbara Gibson concerning the 
reservoir project of. the 
Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Authority.

Turkey hunters and 
snakes are active 
during spring 


vigilant for positions snakes. as they Should be. 


A Herpetologist friend tells me that snakes are more active during 
the same temperature ranges that humans prefer to’ be outside. 
During April. and May snakes are most active during the low 70’s to 
mid 80's as_they Search for food. Snakes are most dangerous dur- 
ing this time as they emerge from hibernation with their eyes cloudy 


and a-stored up supply of venom 


Turkey hunters'in Alabama are more likely to encounter one of 
the rattlesnake species: the eastern diamondback, timber rattler, or 


pigmy rattler, The cottonmouth and highland moccasin are also pre- 
sent over much of the State. A few coral snakes are present but few 
bites from this snake are reported in Alabama. 

Watching where you step and set is the best precaution against 
snakebite. Hunters should be especially careful when entering the 


woods. 


Many. turkey hunters: preter to. enter the woods with out 


using, a flash light as they feel this will alarm roosting turkéys. 
Others feel that using a small light with your hand cupped around 
the beam end and pointed’straight doWn to the ground will net alarm 
turkeys to any great extent and offers security from stepping on a 


snake. 


Set up sites should be checked out thoroughly also, More than 
one turkey hunter has been bitten when they hurriedly set down to 
begin calling without checking to make sure a snake wasn’t present. 
Snake proof boots and/or chaps will protect one while walking, but 
offer no protection to the torso while sitting or lying on the ground, 

Fortunatly, snakebites are not as deadly as the average person has 
been led to believe, While any poisonous snakebite should be con- 
sidered serious, only 6 tq 12 people dye of snakebites across the 
U.S. annually. The old “cut n suck” method is no longer recom- 
mended as a first aid treatment unless someone with medical train- 
ing performs it. Medical experts recommend immobilizing the bit- 
ten appendage and getting to a medical facility as soon as possible, 
Bring the snake if it can be safely killed for identification, 

Remember what your mother told you to do before you crossed 
the street- Stop, Look And Listen! Just as mother's sound advice 
kept you from getting run over by a car as a youngster, it can pre- 


vent an eastern diamondback from sinking his fangs into you,- 


Particular attention is necessary when crossing a log. Check the 
other side of a log out with a walking staff if possible and step up 
onthe log and off if its not too tall, never step over without know- 


ing what's on the other side.

There are a number 
of options available to parents to 
help them exercise discretion 
over their children’s viewing 
through ratings. devices that 
facilitate parental control, and 
requests for scrambled channels 


Ratings 


TV Parental Guidelines were 
developed to provide easy-to- 
read ratings for different types 
of programming. They can’ be 
found in programming guides 
and inthe lower corner of a tele- 
vision program for the first 15 
seconds that program is aired: 
Ratings are based on both con- 
tent and age, allowing parents to 
decide what ts appropriate for 
their children. The rdtings are as 
follows: .

Service contracts now available via 
on the State Auditors web site 


State Auditor, Susan D 
Parker last Week announced that 
the information promised by the 
Auditor's Office regarding pro- 
fessional services contracts is 
now available via the Auditor's 
Office web site. 

Parker went before the 
Legislative. Contract’ Review 
Committee in February to out- 
line procedures for streamlining 
loopholes in state contracts and 
purchases. She announced to the 
committee that the State 
Auditor's Office would begin 
reviewing professional services 
and emergency contracts and 
posting for the first time ever a 
summary of the contracts and 
per hour charges on the state 
web page, Today, the public 
may access this information for 
the first time by checking 


Parker Stated that. currenily, 
ainy contract for professional 
services (legal; architectural or 
medical, fees, etc.) is not bid so 
information is not made avail- 
able to the public. This new web 
page makes that information 
available for public scrutiny: 
“By shining the light on the con- 
tracts, we can help stop fraud 
and abuse,” Parker said, 

Parker stated that this is the 
first phase, of the post-audit 
process. Currently, over 70 con- 
wacts are posted on the site, 
which contracts reflect between 
$105,000 to $5 million in state 
funds. She stated that the 
Auditor's Office would random- 
ly follow-up contracts to assure 
that they are in Compliance and 
examine documents that will 
reflect final results and ¢on-

Children might be able to 
wateh these channels without 
their parents’: knowledge, This 
problem is known as “signal 
bleeding,” 


To solve the problem of signal 
bleeding, Congress enacted laws 
that require cable companies to 
fully scramble or block both the 
audio and the video of the objec- 
tionable or sexually explicit 
material at no cost to the sub- 
scriber. This measure is only 
available for programming not 
included in the subscriber's pro- 
gramming package and it must 
be requested by the subscriber
